Fund Looms 


Hill Says Congress 
Will Act Quickly On 
President’s Request 
• 
WASHINGTON Un—Sen. Hill (D- 
Ala) said today there is “absolute­ 
ly no question” but that Congress 
would quickly approve President 
Eisenhower’s request for 28 million 
dollars to pay for antipolio vaccine 
for children whose parents can’t 
afford the shots. 
Hill, chairman of the Senate 
Labor and W e l f a r e Commit­ 
tee, said in an i n t e r v i e w he 
expects Eisenhower’s companion 
request for two million dollars for 
more inspectors to police vaccine 
output to go through as soon as 
Congress can get around to con­ 
sidering the matter. 
Otherwise, Hill voiced reserva­ 
tions about the administration’s 
new 11-point program for volun­ 
tary allocations and controls over 
distribution of the Salk polio vac­ 
cine. Secretary of Welfare Hobby 
outlined that program to the com­ 
mittee Monday after it had been 
approved by the President. 
Hill said the program “very 
clearly** was not “detailed or 
definite. ** 
Committee Democrats indicated 
by their questions and comments 
at Monday’s hearing that they 
are far from sold on the adminis­ 
tration's plan to make sure, by 
voluntary methods, that supplies 
of the still-scarce vaccine get to 
the most susceptible age groups 
in sufficient quantities and that 
distribution Is carried out equita 
bly. There were some new Demo­ 
cratic charges of “bungling.” 
But Republican members of the 
committee defended the adminis­ 
tration’s handling of the problem 
and congratulated Mrs. Hobby for 
the job she has done. 
Although the administration is 
opposed to 
compulsory 
control 
over v a r c I n e distribution and 
price, Sen. Ives (R-NY) indicated 
he was inclined toward supporting 
proposals for standby controls. 
“I’d rather have federal con­ 
trols so th e power would be 
there if needed.** 
Ives said he would not quarrel 
With repeated statements by Mrs. 
Hobby that there is no necessity 
now for special federal power to 
channel the vaccine to the 1-19 age 
groups which the federal govern­ 
ment has' decided need it most. 
But, Ives said, that’s because 
no real commercial distribution is 
being made of the vaccine today. 
All available is going to the Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile Pa­ 
ralysis which is giving it free to 
first and second grade children. 
It will be August, Ives said, 
before 
any 
major 
distribution 
problems might arise. And in 
August, he added. Congress is 
likely to adjourn for the year. If 
special control powers were found 
necessary at that time, he said. 
Congress wouldn’t be around to 
vote them. 
While under questioning Mon­ 
day, Mrs. Hobby declined to agree 
that standby control powers might 
be helpful. 
But she did concede at a later 
point that “if this program should 
break down, if a maldistribution 
should take place...of course the 
federal government should be in 
control.’* 
Meanwhile, mass inoculations of 
school children were getting under­ 
way again after a week-long halt 
suggested by the government to 
permit Public H e a l t h Service 
teams to recheck vaccine manu 
facturers’ safety standards. 
Health authorities in Los Angeles 
and 
Spokane, 
Wash., 
reported 
many parents in those areas had 
withdrawn previously granted per 
mission for their children to be 
v a c c i n a t e d . Officials attrib­ 
uted this development to the oc­ 
currence of polio among some 
children after they had been in­ 
oculated. 
In Phoenix, Ariz., State Health 
Director 
Clarence 
G. 
Salsbury 
said he knew of a few parents who 
had taken back permission to in­ 
oculate their youngsters, but that 
•‘most of those I have talked to 
said they would go ahead...” 


3 7 Years In Classrooms 
Teacher To Retire 
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City Will Submit 
Trash Levy For Renewal 
At the Nov. 8 general election. 
East Liverpool voters will be asked 
to renew a 2-mill levy that pro­ 
duces about $75,000 annually to fi­ 
nance garbage and rubbish collec­ 
tions. 
Explaining that the levy expires 
at the end of 1955, Councilman 
George W. Hales, finance commit­ 
tee chairman, asked Council Mon­ 
day night to consider legislation 
requesting the County Election 
Board for a place on the fall bal­ 
lot. 
The levy finances all opera­ 
tions of the incinerator department, 
including payrolls, equipment and 
garbage and trash collection and 
disposal. It was renewed at the 
Nov. 7, 1950, general election with 
an overwhelming 6,186-1,384 vote. 
Levies have financed the city’s 
refuse disposal for at least IO 
years. In pre-World War II days, 
householders paid a weekly fee 
for garbage collections and there 
was no trash service.

House Okay 
Of Ike Military 
Reserves Due 


President’s Program 
Gills For Fourfold 
Increase By 1960 


WASHINGTON un — The House 
today appeared ready to approve 
President Eisenhower’s program 
designed to bring a fourfold in­ 
crease in the nation’s trained mili­ 
tary reserve in 1960. 
It scheduled debate starting to­ 
day on a bill to carry out the 
program, which the President has 
described as a key part of his 
over-all plan to cut back the active 
military forces while placing in­ 
creased reliance on air striking 
power and a ready pool of trained 
reserves. 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee 
has predicted passage without con­ 
certed opposition, although some 
attempts to revise the bill were 
anticipated. The Senate has not 
acted. 
One feature of the bill would au­ 
thorize a new six months’ training 
program for a limited number of 
youths willing to accept long-term 
reserve duty, Some House mem­ 
bers have denounced this plan* as 
an entering wedge for universal 
military training, at which Con 
gress has balked in the past, but 
Vinson contends “this is not a 
UMT plan and does not open the 
way for it.” 
The over-all aim of the program 
is to create a trained reserve force 
of 2,900,000 men in five years—a 
goal which would add an estimated 
billion dollars a year to the present 
700-millionrdollar annual budget for 
reserve activities. 
The measure would provide au­ 
thority for: 
I. Recall to 45 days active duty 
of any reservists who failed to 
keep up required weekly drills and 
summer encampments or equiva­ 
lent duty. This provision covers 
draftees and volunteers for the reg­ 
ular services who are obliged to 
maintain training status for a total 


duty. 
2. Acceptance each year of be­ 
tween 100,000 and 250,000 volun­ 
teers between 17 and 19 years of 
age for six months’ special train­ 
ing followed by IVi years in the 
active reserves. These volunteers 
would cut 18 months from the time 
a draftee serves on active duty 
while adding this period to the at- 
home reserve obligation. 
3. The recall to active duty by 
the President of up to a million 
reservists without consulting Con­ 
gress if he declares a national 
emergency. This authority, tradi­ 
tionally held by the President, was 
withdrawn in 1952.

Meeting with Mayor E. Allan 
McKeever and Safety-Service Di­ 
rector Thomas D. Enochs to dis­ 
cuss ways of breaking up a recent 
series of store burglaries and safe 
crackings. East Liverpool business­ 
men today authorized appointment 
of a committee to work with the 
administration and Chief John L. 
Russell to seek better police pro­ 
tection. 
The mayor and director met for 
about 90 minutes at the Chamber 
of Commerce office with repre­ 
sentatives of the Merchants Pro­ 
tective Association, an organiza­ 
tion that hires a private policeman 
to check members’ stores at night. 
As the meeting ended, the MPA 
approved a resolution in which it 
called upon private citizens to aid 
police by reporting information 
that might help in solving burglar­ 
ies and robberies. 
A statement issued by the MPA 
said the meeting was held “to dis­ 
cuss various ways and means of 
offering better police protection.” 
“After lengthy discussion, th e 
Merchants Protective Association 
suggested that a committee froip 
the association be named to serve 
with the mayor, director and po­ 
lice chief to work out plans,” the 
MPA said. “The mayor and di­ 
rector agreed it would be very de­ 
sirable,” it added. 
The resolution asking citizen co­ 
operation reads in part: 
“As a means of preventing rob­ 
beries and other lawlessness, we 
wish to ask the aid and co-opera­ 
tion of every law abiding citizen 
in East Liverpool, Wellsville, Ches­ 
ter and Newell by requesting that 
you notify the police department 
immediately of any attempt to sell 
merchandise by anyone whom you 
think may have stolen it or is act- 


Nationalists 
See Evil In 
Chou’s Offer 


Say He Wants U.S. 
Surrender Formosa 
As Price For Peace 


TAIPEI, Formosa (£1—National­ 
ist officials saw nothing today but 
evil purpose in the renewed offer 
by Red Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai to talk with the United States 
on easing tension in the Formosa 
area. 
Foreign Office spokesmen and 
the government information bureau 
said Chou aimed to drive th e 
United States from the Western 
Pacific, with abandonment of sup­ 
port for Nationalist China on For­ 
mosa as the first step. 
“In other words,” said the in­ 
formation bureau spokesman, “the 
Chinese Communists want a total 
American surrender in the Formo­ 
sa area as the price for peace.” 
The Foreign Office spokesman 
predicted the Reds would set a 
time limit for American support 
of Nationalist China and threaten 
large-scale military action unless 
the United States complied. 
“The attitude of the Commu­ 
nists,” said the information bu­ 
reau spokesman, “shows t h e y 
have nothing to talk about with 
the United States except an Amer­ 
ican surrender.” 
Tao Hsi-sheng, historian and ad­ 
viser to President Chiang Kai-shek, 
said Chou’s offer is part of a 
worldwide Communist peace offen­ 
sive initiated in Moscow. 
“Moscow’s part,” he said, “is to 
undermine NATO, and Peiping’s 
to undermine SEATO.” 
Nationalist spokesmen said the 
appearance of Communist MIGS 
near the Formosa Strait the past 
two days was deliberately calcu­ 
lated to intimidate the U n i t e d 
States. 
No damage was claimed by ei­ 
ther side in the two engagements. 
Four MIGS tangled briefly with 
four Nationalist Thunder jets Sun­ 
day 70 miles north of the Matsu 
Islands, 120 miles northwest of 
here. 
Yesterday two MIGS exchanged 
fire with two Nationalist propeller 
p l a n e s 20 miles north of the 
Matsus.

Independent Union 
Asks Raise At Weirton 
WEIRTON un — The Indepen­ 
dent Steelworkers Union t o d a y 
asked Weirton Steel Co. to reopen 
negotiations for an 
undisclosed 
wage increase for 11,500 h o u r l y 
workers employed in the Weirton 
and Steubenville plants. 
The union, largest independent 
steelworkers union in t h e nation, 
is seeking the wage boost under a 
reopening clause in a two-year con­ 
tract signed last Jiine. 
Workers 
now earn an average of $2.50 an 
hour. 
The union 'will be free to strike 
if ag agreement is not reached by 
July 2. No date has been set for 
the st^rt of negotiations. 
The union action came in t h e 
wake of the CIO United Steelwork­ 
ers announcement that it will seek 
a wage boost for 600,000 members 
employed in b a s i c steel plants. 
The CIO-USW will open negotia­ 
tions June 7. Its members now 
earn an average of $2.33 an hour. 
The independent union tradition­ 
ally has a higher pay rate than the 
CIO organization. 


Dulles Report 
Set Tonight On 
Europe Talks 


Says Big 4 Parley 
Holds Promise For 
Some Betterment 


WASHINGTON IP—Sen. George 
(D-Ga) said today Russian leaders 
appear ready to discuss relaxation 
of world tensions at a top-level con­ 
ference without raising annoying 
“collateral” issues. 
George’s comment in an inter­ 
view was similar to a cautious note 
of optimism voiced by Secretary 
of State Dulles, who reports to the 
nation tonight on his talks in Eu­ 
rope with free world and Soviet 
diplomats. 
The half-hour program will be 
carried live (9 p. rn.) by the 
ABC, CBS, Du Mont and NBC tele­ 
vision networks. There will be de­ 
layed rebroadcasts by radio (ABC 
IO p.m., MBS 11:30 p.m., CBS and 
NBC 12:30 a m.) 
Arriving Monday from Europe, 
Dulles told newsmen a prospective 
meeting among Eisenhower and 
the Prime Ministers of Russia, 
Britain and France was arranged 
“under conditions which will. I be­ 
lieve, hold some promise of con­ 
structive accomplishment.” 
George, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said 
he has been told that in prelimi­ 
nary talks the Russians “seemed 
to have agreed to go along” on a 
genuine effort to ease East-West 
frictions. 
He indicated he was basing part 
of his optimism on the signing of 
the Austrian Peace Treaty. Pro­ 
nouncing the treaty satisfactory, he 
predicted it would be ratified “as 
soon as it is submitted to the 
Senate.” 
Sen. Knowland (R-Galif), said in 
Cleveland he thinks the Russians 
are going to proceed by plan to 
break up the Western European 
defense alliance if they can. 
Knowland, the Senate Republi­ 
can leader, said he expects the 
Russians to attempt to “neutral­ 
ize” Yugoslavia, Germany, Nor­ 
way and Denmark.

Boy, 17, Faces 
Reformatory In 
Burglary Cases 
Juvenile Judge Louis Tobin, sen­ 
tencing a 17-year-old Calcutta area 
boy to the Boys Industrial School 
and ordering his two younger com­ 
panions to foster homes Monday, 
cited the effectiveness of the cur­ 
few in apprehending the t r i o , 
charged with two burglaries and 
vandalism. 
The boys, who reside on the 
Fredericktown Rd., confessed to 
the burglary of the Milligan Hard­ 
ware & Supply store on May 7 and 
of the L. & M. Hardware at Cal 
cutta in March or April and van­ 
dalism at the Pearl China Co. 
salesroom on Route 30. also May 7. 
They took three .22-caliber pis­ 
tols and holsters along with am­ 
munition and a flashlight f r o m 
Milligan’s, and ammunition and a 
penknife from the Calcutta store. 
The loaded pistols and shells 
were found in the car the boys 
had parked near the Miller Well 
Drilling Co. early Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
The older boy said yesterday he 
would have used one of the loaded 
pistols if he could have reached it 
when city police nabbed the three 
along the River Rd. Sunday. 
The boys said they had planned 
to use the pistols on another bur­ 
glary. A fourth Hoppels Corners 
youth was picked up but was not 
implicated in the thefts. 
Judge Tobin said the older boy, 
his brother, 13, and the o t h e r 
youth, 16, would not have been 
caught if police had not checked 
them because they were out after 
the curfew. 
He said the curfew, in this in­ 
stance, was responsible for solving 
three crimes, halting further bur­ 
glaries 
and 
starting 
corrective 
training for the youths.

Duel Survivor 
Blames Fight 
Over Car Keys 


Sturgill Questioned 
As To Motive Behind 
Fatal Oakmont Battle 


A set of car keys was the spark 
of contention that ignited the an 
gers of two men in a gun battle 
in Oakmont Monday morning that 
left one dead and the other critical­ 
ly wounded. 
Questioning of Robert Sturgill, 
40, of Kountz Ave., Wellsville, at 
City Hospital yesterday afternoon 
gave Chief Deputy Al Hartman a 
partial clue to the reason behind 
the gun duel in which Boyd Mar­ 
cum, 39, of Toronto R. D. was 
fatally wounded. 
Sturgill, with a double-barrelled 
shotgun, and Marcum, with a .32- 
caliber pistol, blazed away at each 
other yesterday morning a b o u t 
12:30 in front of two Oakmont 
homes. 
Deputy Hartman was given per 
mission to question Sturgill yester­ 
day afternoon after the Wellsville 
man had been in surgery for al­ 
most five hours with two bullet 
wounds in the abdomen. 
Sturgill, who remained “critical” 
but improving today, said he and 
Marcum had argued about th e 
keys to the car in which they had 
returned from a fishing trip. 
According to Sturgill, Marcum, 
accused him of taking the keys 
without permission. 
The pair left Sunday afternoon to 
go fishing at the Wellsville reser­ 
voir. Sturgill said on the way back, 
they stopped at Higg’s Inn along 
Route 30 for some drinks. When 
they got ready to leave, Sturgill 
said he decided to drive because 
the other “was in no condition.” 
Sturgill drove to Oakmont where 
he stopped in front of the homes 
of Mrs. Ruth Vance and Clarence 
Boston, who were friends or rela­ 
tives of the men, Hartman said. 
It was there, according to Stur­ 
gill, that he threw the keys on the 
front seat and Marcum accused 
him of taking the keys to the car, 
owned by Marcum’s wife. 
Incensed, Sturgill stalked i n t o 
the Vance home and obtained the 
shotgun which he knew Vance had 
borrowed from Boston. M a r c u m 
got the foreign-make pistol from 
the glove compartment of the auto. 
Hartman 
said 
the two 
men 
opened firing when only about six 
or eight feet away from each other. 
Marcum fired about four times, 
hitting the other man in the abdo­ 
men twice. Doctors said they re­ 
moved one bullet and another one 
may be in him. 
Sturgill blasted away with both 
barrels of the 12-guage shotgun, 
ripping Marcum’s left leg. Mar­ 
cum, a machine operator for a coal 
mine, died about an hour later at 
City Hospital from loss of blood 
and shock.

Points Out 
Cease-Fire 
Not To Arise 


Says Reason There's 
No War Between U.S. 
And The Red Chinese 


TOKYO UTI — Premier Chou En- 
lai of Red China today renewed 
his offer to negotiate with the 
United Stites on easing tension in 
the Formosa area but made plain 
that “the question of the so-called 
cease-fire does not arise.” 
The reason, he said, was that 
“there is no war between (Red) 
China and the United States.” 
Chou, who first made his offer 
April 23 at the Asian - African con­ 
ference at Bandung, said his coun­ 
try would prefer to discuss the 
Formosan question through a IO* 
nation conference suggested three 
months ago by Soviet Russia, but 
said Red China would be willing 
to consider alternate proposals. 
He c h a r g e d that the United 
States was delaying the talks by 
vague and evasive responses. 
President Eisenhower said April 
27 the United States would be glad 
to talk with the Chinese Commu­ 
nists on a Formosa cease-fire. 
Britain asked Chou a week ago 
to pin-point where and when he 
would meet with the United States. 
Chou renewed his offer in a re­ 
port Friday to Red China’s Na­ 
tional 
Congress. 
Peiping 
radio 
broadcast the text of his report 
today. Chou said: 
“To ease the tension in the Tai­ 
wan Formosa area, the Chinese 
government is willing to sit down 
and enter into negotiations with 
the United States government.” 
' Chou insisted that Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist government on 
Formosa must be excluded. 
The Premier also: 
Accused the United States of “in­ 
tensifying its active preparation 
for new wars” and mentioned the 
May IO battle between Chinese Red 
MIG jets and U.S. Sabre Jets off 
northwestern Korea.

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Japan Comes Back, Too 
Restoration of West German sovereignty with­ 
in a decade of the Hitlerian collapse at the 
end of World War II has been a reminder that 
Japan regained its sovereignty more than three 
years ago. 
Japanese assertiveness picked up momentum 
in March when a new cabinet headed by Ichiro 
Hatoyama came to power—third regime since 
the occupation ended and second to be set up 
by a national election since sovereignty was 
restored on April 28. 1952. Hatoyama is pledged 
to a more independent national policy. 
His regime will open negotiations with the 
Soviet Union this summer to set peace terms. 
It will keep an open mind about trade with 
Red China. It will protect Japanese interests 
in making further defense agreements with the 
United States. 
t 
Emphasis on the problem of protecting the 
Nationalist Chinese on Formosa has beclouded 
the principal goal of U.S. policy in Asia, which 
is the preservation of Japan as a bastion of 
military strength to protect Japanese and U.S. 
security in the Far East. Even the Korean 
War was made to appear as if it were being 
fought over an issue in Korea, when the truth 
is it was fought to maintain the security of the 
Japanese Islands. 
Under the terms of the security treaty be­ 
tween the United States and Japan, U.S. troops 
can be stationed anywhere in the islands for 
maintenance of "international peace and secur­ 
ity in the Far East and. . . the security of 
Japan against armed attack." This is a pro­ 
visional arrangement, however, Japan, eventual­ 
ly, is to assume responsibility for its own de­ 
fense. 
This is likely to become the key issue be­ 
tween the Japanese government and the United 
States—whether Japan is ready to defend it­ 
self, or whether it should continue to rely on 
the United States. Theoretically, its sovereignty 
having been restored and its military autonomy 
guaranteed, it could regain complete independ­ 
ence long before West Germany would be ready 
to stand on its own feet again. 


Southern-Fried Politics 
Nothing in party politics could be more in­ 
teresting to watch than the effort by official 
Democrats to get themselves under one tent in 
time for 1956. But they may be too late. 
Although the spotlight that keeps the White 
House in view also keeps Republican factional­ 
ism in the foreground of attention, the Demo­ 
crats have the real problem in this respect. 
It is their party that has kept itself in power 
in the South by feeding antirepublican preju­ 
dice held over from the Civil War, and it is 
their party that converted hundreds of thou­ 
sands of northern colored voters from Republi­ 
canism to the New Deal, in spite of southern 
segregation. 
These two positions always were irreconcil­ 
able. The issue was joined in the Democratic 
National Convention of 1948 and again in 1952. 
In 1956 it will be joined again, regardless of 
whether or not the official Democrats can get 
into one tent before then. 
The damage has been done where it hurts — 
among colored voters in the two-party states. 
Hie Supreme Court showdown on segregation 
has shown these voters there is no way for the 
Democratic party to rise above southern-fried 
politics. 
The instant the party lost the presidency its 
historic domination by the states that nevei* 
willingly will permit a two-party system was 
reasserted. Regardless of what party officials 
may say and do, colored voters in the two- 
party states know they have nothing in com­ 
mon with the segregationists of the Democratic 
South. 


Advice To Graduates 
So much good advice is available each year 
at graduation time it’s a question whether the 
graduates really appreciate what their elders 
are trying to do for them. 
The idea, of course, is to show the graduates 
where some of the pitfalls are hidden on the 
main paths and short-cuts they will be using as 
they start their journey. 
Each seasoned traveler is trying to spare the 
beginners some disappointments and sprained 
ligaments. For instance, there is the saying 
that opportunity never knocks twice. There is 
a pitfall that should be filled in before any 
further damage is done. 
True, opportunity never knocks twice. It 
knocks only once. But an innocent setting out 
on a long journey may deduce from this that 
opportunity must knock at least once. That is 
the pitfall. 
Many a beginner has fallen into it and has 
sat there in the pitfall with a bright, attentive 
expression and a cocked ear, waiting for op­ 
portunity’s first knock. Some have sat there 
until their spirits withered and their hopes 
drooped. 
Mostly, opportunity never knocks at all. It is 
as quiet and hard to locate as an earthworm 
in a mound of mulch. It must be found and 
exploited with determination and skill. 
It’s always a shock to find some youngster 
waiting patiently for .opportunity to knock at the 
bottom of that pitfall labeled "Opportunity 
never knocks twice."

NOW ALONG COMES our gov­ 
ernment which has been investigate 
ing the bagel industry since April 
1951, and finds that the bagel- 
makers have gypped the govern­ 
ment. 
So the lowly bagel has now got 
into higH society along with the 
newspapers which are being charg­ 
ed with anti-trust violations. 
Maybe Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell, Jr., who comes f r o m 
New York, got indigestion from a 
bagel or broke a tooth or some­ 
thing trying to adjust his Nebraska 
stomach to a Broadway diet, dis­ 
covered that the bagel-makers talk 
to each other which is guilt by 
association and can lead to con­ 
spiracy to charge the customer the 
same price in all stores. 
Also they are accused of paying 
the artists who make the bagels 
more than they put on their in­ 
come tax reports. Maybe that is 
the only way they can get these 
temperamental sculptors to work 
for them. 
A bagel costs five cents retail. 
With lox and cream cheese it costs 
what the traffic will bear for the 
particular kind of store, depend­ 
ing upon the location and decora­ 
tions and who is seen in the place. 


THE SUDDEN KASH of anti­ 
trust suits and other kinds of suits 
must have a purpose. Now it is 
the newspapers which the govern­ 
ment is after, They too are in a 


pickle with the attorney general 
because they allow recognized ad­ 
vertising agencies 15 per cent for 
placing the ads. This is an old 
custom and has worked well for 
both the advertiser and the news­ 
papers and in a way has aided 
freedom of the press because Amer­ 
ican newspapers earn their way 
and do not have to take subsidies. 
There are always some fellows 
who set themselves up as advertis­ 
ing agencies who fail to get recog­ 
nized, for one reason or another, 
and who kick up a row. Usually, 
they fail to get recognized because 
they have been unable to arrange 
for credit.

If he is elected, or 
takes a minimum of one eighth 
the vote in the district, he gets 
his money back. If not, the pounds 
go to the community . . . 
Although Britain has but one- 
third the number of people we 
have, there is a bigger Commu­ 
nist membership than in the U.S. 
We are burdened with 22,663 Com­ 
munists, according to official FBI 
figures. Scotland Yard has a rec­ 
ord of some 35,000 Communist 
party members and 3,000 in the 
Young Communist League. 
It has always been the conten­ 


tion of J. Edgar Hoover that you 
can’t judge the danger of the Com­ 
munist party from its size. In Lon­ 
don, especially, you can find proof 
of this in the record of two major 
strikes — on the waterfront and 
in the newspaper field. 


A RUNAWAY STRIKE in Lon- 
don-port, unleashed and spurred 
by a handful of Commies last Oc­ 
tober, cost the city over 50 mil­ 
lion dollars. At one point some 252 
million dollars worth of food and 
raw material imports and nearly 
196 million worth of manufactured 
exports were held up as 346 ships 
were paralyzed. 
This disruption was directed by 
a "port workers committee." Lest 
you think that the Communist tag 
is one placed on the group by em­ 
ployers, newsmen or the govern­ 
ment. let me point out that both 
British and AFL labor sources re­ 
ported that the Commies pro­ 
longed and exploited this strike. . . 
So it was with the newspaper 
strikers. The Commies s e i z e d 
control (rf the strike committees— 
although virtually all the crafts 
and journalists are anti-Commie. 
It was the Communist controlled 
British Electrical Workers, who 
contribute nothing to the produc­ 
tion of the papers except to pull 
electrical switches which ran this 
strike and news-blacked out Brit­ 
ain for 27 days. It was their man 
who pulled the switches at 8 a.m. 
on Friday, March 24, and ran the 
strike for almost a month. 


DESPITE THE SMALL size of 
the British Communist party, it 
does an effective cultural propa­ 
ganda job for the Russians — es­ 
pecially in whipping up labor dele­ 
gations to China and Russia. 
The party gets up the personnel 
from among sympathetic and in­ 
nocent trade unionists — and such 
Soviet units as the "Gorky Areas 
Trades Council" send the invita­ 
tions. And the boys are off. 
Thii has reached such propor­ 
tions that the British Trades Union 
Congress (the AFL of England) 
had to issue a booklet warning its 
people not to be taken in. 
The Soviet propaganda appar­ 
atus is merely waiting for a more 
favorable moment to turn the 
same technique on the U.S.

This is because the East holds 
the trump cards that can result in 
a neutralizing of Germany. Once 
that is accompliehed, there is no 
place for six divisions or more of 
American troops to be stationed on 
the continent. 
To understand the realistic situa­ 
tion one must brush aside wishful 
thinking and realize that Soviet 
Russia has neutralized Austria as 
a clever step in a long-range of­ 
fensive. Too many people, n o t 
only in Europe but in America, 
have been proceeding on a false 
assumption — namely, that th e 
Kremlin really has been planning 
a military attack. The truth is the 
Soviet regime, after scaring the 
daylights. out of the West, has al­ 
ways had in mind that popular gov­ 
ernments are vulnerable and that 
by infiltrating them the rearma­ 
ment of Germany could be pre­ 
vented. 
They tried first to persuade the 
French Parliament, by means of 
their partisans inside France, that 
the European Defense Community 
agreement was a mistake. Now 
that an accord has been reached 
which brings West Germany into 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation, the Communists are unfold­ 
ing their new strategy with all the 
astuteness and diplomatic energy 
they can command. 


A SENSATIONAL MOVE to woo 
Tito and cut off Yugoslavia from 
the West or at least to neutralize 
that important link lr the defense 
chain has just been revealed and 
is causing consternation in Europe. 
There is a report current in Cen­ 
tral Europe that Tito already has 
surrendered to the Communist-con­ 
trolled satellites a number of Com­ 
munist refugees who in* recent 
years 
crossed into Yugoslavia 
when they broke with the Moscow 
regime. It is pointed out that this 
is exactly the way Stalin acted 
when he surrendered German ref­ 
ugees as a preliminary to a deal 
with Hitler. 
Italy is in the midst of a new 
crisis from which the Communists 
hope to profit, especially if a coali­ 
tion with the left-wingers is form­ 
ed. Likewise, in Britain, although 
the conservatives expect to win the 
election, the ascending role of the 
Bevanites in leading the Socialist 
opposition may make life uneasy 
(or American diplomats in the 
years that lie ahead. 
The latest tactics also call for a 
reduction of armament inside Eu­ 
rope. This appeals to the pacifist- 
minded peoples and legislators in 
all countries. So there will be 
plenty of debate about this, with no 
real restriction on arms in the end. 
But the people of Germany in both 
the eastern and western areas will 
become aware that they are the 
pawns in a great game of chess. 
The more they listen to the argu­ 
ments, the more inclined they will 
become toward neutralization.

WHILE 
CHANCELLOR 
Ade­ 
nauer is in good health, he can 
prevent such a defeat for the West­ 
ern alliance but, even as he re­ 
mains in power, he may find it 
difficult to prevent his socialist op­ 
position from arising with a new 
nationalism that may sweep the 
country. After all, the Germans do 
not want to see their country an­ 
other battle ground, and they do 
want reunification at almost any 
cost. Also, the Soviets can hold 
out the bait of a restoration of 
some of the territory that now if 
held by Poland. For to achieve a 
neutralized Germany would 
be 
worth almost any price to the 
Kremlin. 
Then the big tactics will emerge. 
The Moscow regime may be ex­ 
pected to announce that it will not 
attack France or Britain or use 
atomic 
weapons 
at any 
time 
against either nation if both those 
governments agree not to let the 
United States use bases on their 
respective territories from which 
atomic weapons can be launched 
against Soviet Russia. In o t h e r 
words, after the neutralization of 
Germany, the Communist objec­ 
tive will be to obtain, if possible, a 
declaration of neutrality from Brit­ 
ain and France. 
The Soviets may never have in­ 
tended to wage a "hot war," espe­ 
cially as they have always had 
the notion since Lenin’s day that 
infiltration wa* easier and less ex­ 
pensive. 


HOW CAN THIS be countered? 
Certainly not by preventive war. 


It is a curious thing, but the pro­ 
communist letter-writers to th e 
newspapers always make the ac­ 
cusation that anyone who doesn’t 
agree with the appeasement doc­ 
trines of the hour is necessarily 
inclined toward preventive war. 
Actually there is a third way, 
and it has been brilliantly set forth 
in a memorandum submitted to 
President Eisenhower by David 
Sarnoff, formerly a brigadier gen­ 
eral on Eisenhower’s staff when 
the latter commanded the Nor­ 
mandy invasion. It involves the ef­ 
fective use of moral force and of 
an enlightened public opinion to 
win the people behind the Iron 
Curtain. 


THOUGH THE SOVIET govern­ 
ment may have no military ob­ 
jective, it can prove arrogant and 
aggressive and bring on incidents 
and episodes that can drag the 
world into a war against its wishes. 
There is a certain despondency 
here among diplomats who take a 
long look at the future. The need is 
for a stepped-up program in the 
cold war to hold Western Europe 
as against the insidious forces 
which seek to use the wobbly par­ 
liaments to do their bidding. 
The coming conference "at tile 
summit" could furnish the oppor­ 
tunity for an assertion of American 
moral force. The meeting should 
not be permitted to become a tool 
in the Kremlin’s mechanism for 
winning control of the European 
continent.

Television hat carried on the 
work so well begun by the movies, 
of typing the whole human race. 
We now are able to tell at a 
glance who is a college professor, 
a con man, a big businessman, a 
good guy, a bad guy, a hot num­ 
ber, a juvenile delinquent, a law­ 
yer, a school teacher, a grandma, 
a glamor girl, a football hero, an 
artist, or an international spy on 
TV. There is only on thing wrong 
with it. 
The fellow qrho captures the 
holdup men and gets the girl in the 
end always looks the same in 
Shadowland, but in Real Life he 
may look like your Cousin Gar­ 
gantua from Milwaukee. 
Instead of being a lithe six-foot­ 
er with a chin of granite and hon­ 
esty gleaming in his bright blue 
eyes, the Real Life good guy is 
more likely to be a buck-toothed 
runt with a quivering chin and a 
malevolent eye that gives the 
creeps to old ladies. 
The football hero in Real Life is 
likely to be a square with the 
marks of his coal-mine environ­ 
ment indelibly hammered into his 
heavy skull — a bundle of coordin­ 
ation — a protoplasmic lump with 
a face even a mother couldn’t love. 
He is as far from being the pro­ 
totype favored by the movies and 
TV as the international spy, who 
in Shadowland is always a mous­ 
tached slicker with oo-la-la man­ 
ners and a fatal attraction fen: the 
ladies. But in Real Life the big 
international operator is just as 
likely to be a boy-Scout-type op­ 
erator with an open face, a bash­ 
ful smile and an aversion to all fe­ 
males who are not his sister. 
The hot number, the detective, 
the big businessman and the good 
guy — they almost never look the 
way they look in Shadowland. In 


the feminine division of hot num­ 
bers, for instance, the Real Life 
operator is as likely as not to look 
like a school teacher, whereas the 
school teacher is likely to look like 
the hot number. The detective is 
never as stupid, as bright, as 
thick-necked, or as heavy-footed. 
The successful businessman may

per who would get picked up on 
sight as a likely suspect for un­ 
solved mugging cases. 
The Real Life lawyer does not 
look the way he is supposed to 
look. Neither do his clients. Nei­ 
ther do Real Life doctors, preach­ 
ers, or any of the standard types 
now recognizable by tens of mil­ 
lions of Americans who know ev­ 
erything there is to know about 
Shadowland. 
The only thing there is to worry 
about is that Shadowland addicts 
may become so accustomed to 
standard types they will not rec­ 
ognize the real thing when they 
see it What people are is more in 
their heads than in their bodies. 
The next time Albert Einstein 
comes along, he may look like a 
third baseman instead of a bur­ 
lesque comedian. The last time he 
never could have played himself 
in a Shadowland version of T h e 
Scientist. 
Real Life successes, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, never do look like the 
Shadowland versions.

Private Haulers Banned 
From City Garbage Plant 
Private trash and garbage haul­ 
ers were banned today from fur­ 
ther use of the city incinerator 
plant in an order issued by Safety- 
Service Director Thomas D. En­ 
ochs, who said the furnace is taxed 
beyond capacity. 
Stores and other private haul­ 
ers may take trash to the city’s 
new dump near Hoppels Corners, 
so long as it contains no garbage, 
the director said. But those haul­ 
ing private accumulations of gar­ 


bage must make their own ar­ 
rangements for dumping, he added. 
Enochs said some private haul­ 
ers who collect trash and garbage 
in the suburbs already have estab­ 
lished their own dumps or have 
made arrangements to use Wells­ 
ville^ municipal garbage d u m p .
